Over 7,000 mushrooms were col- 
lected in the two day event that

ELECTRICITY USE and GNP 
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In a previous message on these 
pages we discussed the issue of 
electric energy supply in Michigan 
and how we must increase that 
supply by completing ongoing 
construction projects. As you have 
almost certainly read or seen, not 
everyone agrees with us on that 
issue. There are those who say we 
need no new generating plants, 
that our forecasts of growth are too 
high, that we can get by for a 
number of years with just the 
generating plants we have operat- 


-{ing today. But think a minute. If 


electric consumption in our state is 
not going to grow appreciably in 
the 1990s, as some sources suggest, 
and given the interrelationship of 
electric consumption and our 
economy, what they are really 
saying, is that Michigan is going to 
stagnate economically, that our 
economy is going to grow barely, if 
at all, in the coming decade, 

We simply cannot accept that 
proposition. We're not predicting 
nor are we building for an econ- 
omic boom in Michigan. We're 
predicting and building for a very 
modest growth rate. Our projec- 
tion for growth parallels that of 
Detroit Edison, which forecasts 
increases of 2.6 percent per year,

This is the time of year you stand on 
a ridge in the woods to see the sun 
light up the pale new green, and to 
watch the bluejays fly through the high 
avenues overhead, bird avenues, just 
under the highest arching branches. 

Our neighbors still have birds coming 
to their feeder. A couquettish bluejay 
bobs up and down and warbles till her 
favorite chevalier bluejay comes over 
and feeds her a sunflower seed. 

A black-and-white woodpecker takes 
his seed to a well-worn slot he’s made 
by encouraging a splinter to Spread a 
little farther out from the post. He 
inserts the seed and proceeds to peck it 
open. A tool-user bird? 

From each point of the compass, the 
‘brown thrasher:is staking out his terri- 
tory. No question that. it’s the brown 
thrasher. No other bird sings like that. 
A latge repertoire of inventions, each 
one sung twice. Hear it? Two chirps 
followed by two warbles, followed by 
two trills, followed by two gutteral 
calls, and on and on in rapid succes- 
sion. 

How does he think them up so fast! 
The birds also seem to think he is a 
wonder. They stop in mid-song when 
the thrasher begins. 

Indigo buntings are here again. Soon 
the warblers will come through in 
mixed groups, picnicking quickly from 
tree to tree, moving northward even 
while they eat. 

A bird lover can go happily wild, 
trying to identify these little sparks of 
yellow and orange. There are 50 dif- 
ferent kinds. Some of them stay here, 


but never will they be as identifiable as 
now, before the leaves are fully out. 

In Mexico, where they spend their 
winters, they are called candelita, or 
‘little torches,’’ a much better name. 

For those who would like to attract 
more birds in summertime, the Garden 
Club of America supplies a list of 
plants and trees whose berries are bird 
favorites. 

Here ate some: pin cherry, crab- 
apple, cotoneaster, shrub dogwoods 
(those red-stemmed bushes found in 
low places), hemlock (cut to make a 
high hedge), Russian mulberry, 
Russian olive, white pine, shadbush 
(also called serviceberry), all kinds of 
vibernum, and bachelor buttons, sun- 
flowers, -coreopsis, and marigolds for 
their seeds. 

And have a birdbath, not more than 
two inches deep, placed in the open so 
birds can see if a predator comes, but 
near enough to shrubs so they can 
make it to safety with their wet wings. 

For protection against cats, one of 
the new hanging bird baths is good, 
but baths should get fresh water every 
day, so don’t hang it out of reach. And 
put it where you can watch your little 
song sparrow neighbor, the most 
enthusiastic of bath-takers, dipping 
and splashing three and four times a 
day. 

The sun has set, now. The brown 
thrasher has made it back to point A on 
the compass. The clock says 9 p.m. as 
his last performance of the day con- 
cludes. Maybe tomorrow will bring the 
candelitas,

There were reasons why the 
meeting was short, and the biggest 
one is that there were no objections to 
the building of Glen’s Market in the 
former Country Star location. 

After a very short public hearing, 
Mayor Keith Fitzpatrick closed the 
hearing and the commissioners voted 
to approve the bond sale of $1.3 
million dollars.

The financing does not involve any 
city monies and the city is not liable 
for the debt, according to the way the 
economic development corporation 
structured the bond sale.

President Reagan has declared 
May 13-19 National Police Week. 
During this time, we honor those men 
and women who daily risk their lives 
to protect us from violent crime.

It's time the 
Congress stood up to the misguided

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EJ schools start new program 


“We have 4 philosophy for it,”’ 
said Arline Rullman, who is coordin- 
ating the new kindergarten program 
in East Jordan. 

‘‘We had that philosophy in effect 
with our preschool program for seven 
years. It’s helping parents teach their 
children,”’ 

The philosophy, in brief, is that the 
school staff feels that parents are the 
most important teachers the children 
will have. Ruliman said that when 
school and home can work together, 
education improves. 

The philosophy will go into effect in 
the fall for at least one of the four 

_ sections of kindergarten. Parents will 
spend one half day a week at school, 
working with their child in a class 
project, and also meeting with the 
other parents and a teacher in discus- 
sion sessions. 

Neither parents nor children are 
required to enter the program. It is a 
matter of choice, but, Rullman said, 
supetintendent Tom Rossler believes 
it gives the best start in school. 
Rullman credits the superintendent 
for his vigorous support of the 
program. At the school board meeting 

_ last week Rossler said, ‘‘We need to 

establish this partnership.” _ 

He said the plan would give par- 
ents more input in their children’s 
education. Parents are being invited 
to a meeting soon on the plan. 
Ruliman said, depending on parents’ 
desires, more than one of the four 
sections of kindergarten could parti- 
cipate. 

The program has already been 
applied to the junior primary class, 
Rullman said. Part of parents’ one 
half day a week, she said, has been 
spent with Marion Friedly, who has 


taught them ‘‘specific activities to do 
with their child to reinforce what the 
children were learning at the class- 
room.” 

One of the side effects, Rullman 
said, is that ‘‘parents discover a new, 
comfortable relationship with their 
child.” The activities provide enjoy- 
ment for both parent and child, and, 
Rullman noted, the children all enjoy 
having their parents’ interest. 

It also makes more clear to them 
the importance of education when 
they see their parents’ participation, 
Ruliman said. ‘“‘And we want the 
parents’ feedback so we can cooper- 
ate with them in their child's educa- 
tion.”” : 

In a comparison of tests given be- 


fore and after use of the program, 
results showed that children whose 
parents were involved had the highest 
gains. 

Do children ever show anxiety or 
resentment when their parents are in 
the classroom? Rullman answers with 
an emphatic no. ‘‘I've always had lots 
of parents in my room,’”’ she said. 
Ruliman will be one of the kindergar- 
ten teachers in the new program. 

She has also been involved in the 
pre-school program in which parents 
have participated over the last seven 
years. 

The program details were first 
organized at Redford public school, 
near Detroit, Rullman said. She ex- 
plained that the state is promoting 


good programs which can be duplicat- 
ed. East Jordan obtained a one-time 
grant to get it started here and to get 
training for those involved. 

For parents who Wish to partici- 
pate, but can’t come daytimes, Rull- 
man said, there will be once-a-week 
evening sessions. 

At the school board meeting, Ross- 
ler called it ‘‘a tremendous educa- 
tion for all of us.’’ He added that it is 
an idea that could possibly be ex- 
tended on up through the elementary 
grades. 

As reading coordinator Pam Allen 
put it, ‘It’s for the entire commun- 
ity. We ask, ‘What are your needs? 
How can we help meet them?’ ** 


Granary-Tannery lot split OK’d 


A lot split, recommended by the 
Boyne City planning and zoning 
board, received approval following a 
public hearing at the city commis- 
sion’s noon meeting Tuesday. Terry 
Toomey said the split makes possible 
the separation of the two businesses 
involved, The Tannery and The Gran- 
ary. Toomey said he was doing it for a 
future resale of the buildings, but he 
would not comment on how soon, 

The change will not affect liquor 
licensing, he said, adding that the bar 
is not being leased out. 

City manager Randy Frykberg 
asked the commission to make a 
formal resolution on Peninsula Beach. 
The city is submitting a grant appli- 
cation for $430,000 for beach 
improvement, to be shared SO per- 


cent by the state and SO percent by 
the city. ; 

Frykberg said Department of 
Natural Resources procedure require 
a specific statement in the resolution 
for the Land and Water Conservation 
Fund Grant. 

The city expects to be responsible 
for $65,000, mostly in city labor. The 
test of the $215,000 would be picked 
up by The Harborage developers, 
Frykberg said. 


Funding is being sought for a man- 
made peninsula, parking facilities, 
and other improvements. The penin- 
sula is essential in protecting the 
beach as well as the swimming area 
from strong winds. It will also prevent 
boaters from coming in too near the 
swimming area. 

Frykberg said the state decision on 
the grant application will not be made 
till fall. Meantime the city will set out 
buoys to mark off the swimming area.
